1. This memorandum contains a recommendation for approval 
of the Deputy Birector for Support. Such recommendation is 
contained in paragraph 5. 


2. Steps are being taken to insure that assigned vehicles 
are kept in the best operating condition possible. 


3. Idsted below are nine vehicles assigned to Agency officials, 
showing year and make of vehicle, office of assignment, license 
number, odometer readings as of 1 November 1965, and the ameunt 
of money expended during FY 1965 for repairs:

4, The eldest, and most expensive and difficult to uaintain, 
are the three Mereurys. For example, the car assigned te the Deputy 
Director fer Intelligenee had a mater overhaul in February 1965 
which east $357.00. This work included cleaning earbon, grinding 

_ valves, new main and red bearings, renewed ignition wires, over- 
hauled power steering, and varieus other operations to recondition 
‘the motor. In view of the age ef these cars and the mileages they 
have built up, it can be expeeted that they will require more and - 
tore maintenance and repair work te keep them in running condition. 
The following expenses can be expacted at any time in the future. 
These figures inelude parts and labor: 


Rebuild moter ~ $498.00 
Replace transmission - $198.00 
Replace starter -~ $37.69 
Replace alternator - $121 


In addition to the above, we can expect to have trouble with the 
alr conditioners, radiaters, brake cylinders, fuel pumps, water 
pumps, etc., as well as body work and repainting. 


d+ Jt is recommended that the three Mereury sedans be turned 
in and replaced by the same type of vehicles now being used by the 
Executive Directer-Comptroller and the Deputy to the DCI for Netional 
Intelligence Programs Evaluatien.
